In order to take 
care of the double exhaust, which 
might have been a disturbing ele- 
ment, we ran the exhaust pipe to a 
tank buried in the ground and then 
thru a second muffler into the air, 
which has reduced it to a minimum. 


"When we first considered the idea 


of two engines we submitted the 
plan to several«engineering depart- 
ments, and while none of them 
would take the responsibility of say- 
ing 'go ahead,' they all said that they 
could see no reason why it could 
not be done. So we went to work, 
and the result has been highly satis- 
factory in every respect, making a 
saving in original cost and also in 
operating costs."

REMOVE CAUSES OF WAR 


Editor's Note—Something like twelve years ago, Covina union high 


school had an exceptional teacher of history in Miss Ruth Edgar, re- 
membered by many students who studied with her at that time.

People in general don't have to be 


persuaded that peace is desirable 
and that war is horrible. 
Some 


"down-and-outers," youths without 
work who seek adventure, "escape- 
ists" of one sort and another—these 
few see in war a release. But there 
are few indeed who say that wars 
are good; most merely affirm they 
will come whether we want them or 
not. 


So there are many who start out 


together on the road toward peace— 
but they soon separate down many 
side roads. Or, perhaps they don't 
even start, but go backwards down 
the hill of history expecting to meet 
peace at the bottom. 


TANGLED EMOTIONS 


One does get pretty tangled up in 


his emotions if he has any memory 
at all. He remembers so well the 
day his particular set of friends 
gathered at the station to see the 
first contingent start away to camp. 
He didn't know, they didn't know, 
how many would ever lay foot on 
that station platform again. A great 
many lioys returning have felt their 
willingness to go to war has not 


been duly appreciated. They did 
what their country asked, no matter 
what the result personally was to be. 


To us and all like us who demand- 


ed that this sacrifice should be made 
have come 16 years in which to think 
over our conduct. Shame upon us 
if we make them do this thing again, 
if we allow national politics to lead 
us to the point where national honor 
demands satisfaction! 


In previous paragraphs, I have 


suggested that probably -war will 
come if we continue to follow war- 
provoking 
policies. 
Nationalism, 


gone crazy, is one of those policies 
—it needs great navies to protect a 
great prestige. Along with intense 
nationalism, goes the horror of relin- 
quishing any part of our proud right 
to be a neutral country and the right 
to trade with all belligerents. "If 
others want war," say we, "let's sup- 
ply them with the wherewithal—it's 
none of our business." 


GERMAN ATTACKS RECALLED 
In the world-war, German attacks 


upon our trading ships at last drew 
us in. If Japan and Russia go to war 
and we insist upon trade, let us say, 
with Russia, sinking of our supply 


ships by Japan would involve us in 
that mess. Since the president has 
now been given power to block ship- 
•nent of munitions to belligerents, 
we might be able to be passively 
neutral—if the president uses his 
power. But "munitions" are not de- 
fined. The war department lists some 
four thousand essentials for the con- 
duct of a war. So, trade will be 
likely to continue and many chances 
of becoming involved will still exist. 


In recent conversations, I have 


felt such an apathy on the part of 
most people about >vhat, can or can- 
not be done for peace. Perhaps a 
long hard winter has worn us down. 
It does seem as though this most 
vital earthly subject should not be 
backed into a corner. More excite- 
ment could probably be created over 
what reader should be taught in the 
fifth grade. Men, in general, think 
"let the women dabble in it, since 
they have to be meddling in some- 
thing, anyway." 


Men rarely feel as though women 


had much real information. As 
though there were some male birth- 
right to the possession of accuracy. 
Women get tolerated largely—be- 
cause "that is, you know, about the 
only way to live with them." The 
article in March Eortune, a man's 
magazine, on "Munitions" has seem- 
ed to be an eye opener to many men. 
Had women told them the facts re- 
vealed there, and many of us have 
been following such things for years, 
we. would have*been told we were 
talking thru our hats. 


NO COMMON CAUSE 


In fact, men and women have 


found little common cause in this 
field of work for peace. Business 
men do little studying in the realm 
of foreign affairs. Perhaps that is too 
much of a generalization. At least 
there are very few adult men's study 
groups in this country, and there 
are hundreds of women's groups.

Even Rotary International, which 
has as its sixth object the promotion 
of peace, so far as I know never 
has any study courses cr study 
groups on the causes of war. 


Men catch their information in odd 


ways. Some, with good memories, 
recall parts of speeches or newspa- 
per articles, but earning a living 
doesn't" include study at night of 
foreign affairs. -I have heard men 
make 
the 
queerest, 
sketchiest 


speeches on programs they knew for 
weeks were coming to them. Women 
rarely attempt to make unprepared 
addresses—they dislike to appear 
ridiculous before others. 


All of this is only to suggest that 


the business of peace is not con- 
structively engaged in by women 
and men together. It is considered 
a woman's job, fit for literary clubs 
and the like. Yet when it comes to 
malting the policies that endanger 
peace, women have little to say, 
They are told they are dreamers, 
that such business lies in the realm 
of real politics wherein women don't 
know their way around, 


REALISTS? 


How can 5,000,000 women keep the 


peace if 500 congressmen choose to 
vote it away! When one can't see 
the relation between policies pur- 
sued and their effects upon other 
nations, he can't claim to be much 
of a realist. No great and proud 
power is going to take the affront 
of another great power's authoriza- 
tion of incredible sums for navy 
building—except as a challenge. 


We now don't hold Germany alone 


in war guilt—all the great powers 
shared that guilt because they piled 
up armaments against each other. 
None of the statesmen had the vi- 
sion or the spiritual power to lead 
civilization away from this jungle 
law to some better conception of hu- 
man relationships. 


When you ask an adult the reason 


for his opinions, ask him honestly 
and truly to search his mind for the 
reason for this or that stand, he has 
a hard time answering. "It's crazy 
to suppose anything else," or "I 
guess you can't change human na- 
ture," or "What you suggest is non- 
sense" are frequent replies. Why 
can't agreements be made in the 
League of Nations whereby action 
for peace can be taken? Because na- 
tions will not relinquish any "jot or 
tittle" of their sovereignty for the 
common cause. 


QUESTION OF EXPEDIENCY 
But nations can get together when 


they find it expedient. Their "tra- 
ditional enmity" melts away fas' 
enough when they find a big reason 
for forgetting it. Poland and Ger- 
many, bitter enemies as they were 
day before yesterday, are going i 
arm-in-arm now; There is some- 
thing they now want that beini 
friends serves them better to ge 
than being enemies.

Whether Czehs, English, Americans 
French, or Germans, they are me 
without countries, 4heir patriotic 
doesn't stop at a boundary liri 
None of them were vanquished b 
the last war. All were victors. ! 
didn't matter who lost. They ha 
sold their country's product 
friends and enemies alike. The com- 
mon business of war suits them all, 
their profits thrive. Yes, it's possible 
if the cause is big enough, to be 
friends with anyone. But the cause 
must be big enough! 


Where can the peace worker go 


from here, or should he just give 
up? The Hearst papers are just now 
carrying on a ferocious campaign 
against the League and the World 
Court. All of the 23 daily newspa- 
pers have also been fighting for a 
huge increase of armaments. They 
are starting, in their chain, a mon- 
ster petition to record the protest of 
all "loyal Americans against entagle- 
ment in foreign affairs." The kind 
of. imperialism they champion is the 
kind that would get all the benefits 
from living in the world-family, but 
would take none of the responsibil- 
ity for carrying the load. 


We must grow up and complete 


our education—and we can't do this 
at our leisure, for time is the es- 
sence of the problem.

known minister and magazine writer, has 
stirred a storm by his declaration that never 
again will he support a war unless it is geo- 
graphically confined to continental United 
States. 


He is the minister who declared recently 


he owed a public apology to the unknown 
soldier in Arlington cemetery. Dr. Fosdick 
supported the "war to end war," and to "save 
democracy." He is deeply ashamed of his at- 
titude of 1317. He gives a definition of "true 
pacifism." 


"Not to support or engage in any war 


unless a truly defensive war. A pledge 
that the nation would never cross its geo- 
graphical boundary lines with military 
force, and a complete disarmament of all 
offensive 
weapons — mobile 
artillery, 


tanks, military airplanes, wide-ranging 
cruisers."

fensive and offensive methods are indistin- 
guishable, since no modern nation is compre- 
hended within its geographical boundary 
lines, but is scattered over the world in the 
persons of its citizens . . . markets . . . invest- 
ments . . . sources of raw materials on which 
its industries depend." 


Dr. Fosdick is more courageous than others 


among the fast-growing number of pacifists. 
He essays an explanation, and immediately 
throws himself open to all kinds of criticism. 
Emil Ludwig, German historian, recently said 
that all weapons of war become offensive 
weapons when in the hands of a belligerent 
nation boiling with the war spirit. And that 
all weapons are defensive when in the hands 


I 


of the nation not disposed to wage war. 


All talk of separating and cataloguing 


weapons of war as offensive or defensive is 
idle and foolish. All talk of fighting a war 
solely on the soil of continental United States 
is equally idle and foolish. We entered upon 


~ 
imperialism under President McKinley, and 
before that time we enunciated the Monroe 
doctrine under the president of that name. 
If a foreign force takes and occupies the 
Philippines or Hawaii, the United States will 
be forced to take its war to those regions, and 
to any other point where the aggressor nation 
may be defeated, whether or not these ex- 
peditions include the occupancy of territory 


! o f t h e aggressor nation. 


No war can be confined to the continental 


United States, and, in fact, would probably 
not be fought on this continent at all. The 
alternative is to relinquish the Philippines, 
Hawaii, our Cuban protectorate, our Monroe 
doctrine for South America—dismiss these 
obligations with a shrug of the shoulder, and 
with a statement to the enemy to '"take them 
and welcome." And once the enemy had 
taken them, he would prepare for the next 
hop to continental United States. 


The solution does not lie in pointing at in- 


animate objects such as weapons of war, and 
demanding their elimination or restriction or 
classification. The removal of the cause of 
war must come thru education, which will 
bring about economic readjustment and world 
justice. This is a big order. 


All wars have their roots in economic pres- 


sures. Fussing about what kind of tools are 
to be used in the event of war is just so much 
idle and foolish talk. 


Cleaning Up the Films— 


Every little neighborhood or small-town 


theater has suffered to the point of extinc- 
tion by the so-called "block-booking" system. 


In Covina, for example, where we have an 


excellent theater, well managed by intelligent 
people, the programs must include gangster 
pictures, pictures based on redlight district 
episodes, backstage spectacles with raw sex 
as the main theme, etc. With these the theater- 
gets the occasional picture by George Arliss, 
a picture starring Janet Gaynor, not offen- 
sive morally, and prepared with some idea of 
meeting a test of intelligence above that of 
the hopeless moron. 


But one of the lamentable things about 


block-booking is that it causes a mixture of 
good and bad films on the same program. It 
is not uncommon to see men and women leave 
the theater after the main feature because the 
film to come is crude, immoral and debasing— 
it is all these things even though one is not a 
prude or a puritan. This happens so much of 
the time in all theaters that a certain class 
possessing some self-respect remains away 
all of the time. 


The block-booking system is cruel, ruth- 


less tmd typical of all business when it gets 
into the hands of a powerful few. They have 
a cynical saying that they are "giving the 
public what it demands," but that is exactly 
what they are not doing. They are giving 
them what the film trust wants them to have 
—the substantial films, and the ones that are 
weak and couldn't make money unless sand- 
wiched in on programs with good films, or 
forced out into every theater by the hard- 
boiled block-booking system. 


The boycott has been called un-American 


in the past. But there comes a time when it 
has to be exercised, and that is what is hap- 
pening all over the country today—theaters 
closing in Philadelphia and New York and 
Baltimore because decent people are boycot- 
ting those theaters that run salacious, degrad- 
ing pictures. And this means that nearly all 
theaters are subjected to this boycott, because 
block-booking puts these bad pitcures into 
every theater along with the good. 


Some are attempting to condemn the Le- 


gion of Decency, the great Catholic movement 
against immoral films, claiming that the boy- 
cott is not the weapon with which to combat 
these evils. But the answer is that these or- 
ganizations have tried every method of clean- 
ing up the film industry, and have failed, until 
the leaders began to take direct action in a 
way that would affect the box office. Protes- 
tant churches have gladly joined with the 
Catholics, and the result has come to be 
alarming to the entire film industry, produc- 
ers and exhibitors alike. 


There should be no prudery or puritanism 


in this movement to clean up the films. No 
fine-spun distinctions should be insisted upon, 
because the theater is a part of everyone's 
education, and there are certain phases of 


'4gaored-without-4e 
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an atmosphere of repression that is akin to 
the old domination of so-called moral forces. 
We would not and could not return to New 
England puritanism, worse in itself than a too 
loose control. But we can insist on a reason- 
able decency without puritanism, and we 
should insist on balanced programs that will 
not force decent people to remain away. 


It should be pointed out to these film pro- 


ducers that the boycotting of bad films is 
nothing new. They have believed that they 
were attracting all that could be attracted in 
the past to these shows. But that has never 
been the case. More than half of this com- 
munity, as well as other cities and communi- 
ties in southern California, do not patronize 
the movie houses at all, because they cannot 
be assured, even though a good film is adver- 
tised, that they will not be morally insulted 
by other films on the same program that have 
been forced off on the theater management 
because of the vicious block-booking system. 


The time has come to get rid of the suave, 


buck-passing and discredited church elder, 
Mr. Will H. Hays, self-styled film czar and 
highly-paid film censor, who has never done 
anything but talk and explain and squirm out 
of hot spots in the past. The public, perhaps, 
thru the leadership of the Legion of Decency 
and other organizations, will perform the film 
censoring in the future, and will do it by 
squeezing that sensitive pocket nerve at the 
box office. 


Cathedrals and Children— 


Dispatches tell us that Bishop Manning of 


the Protestant Episcopal cathedral of St. John 
the Divine in New York has been given as- 
surance that ten million dollars will be cheer- 
fully subscribed to complete that magnificent 
.structure, the largest, of its kind in the world. 
It has already cost fourteen million dollars. 


Those who are cheerfully giving to com- 


plete this cathedral are no doubt giving as 
cheerfully to see that children out of school 
this summer get milk and a few other articles 
of nourishing food. If they are not, there is 
no reason remaining for the completion of the 
cathedral. If they don't know why, it would 
be of no use to attempt to tell them. 


Colorado Control— 


Approaching the lowest point in flow that 


has been recorded in the past fifty years at 
this time of year, the Colorado river is also 
approaching the time when it will not gener- 
ate fear, but electricity; when it will not in- 
undate and ravage the lowlands, but will fur- 
nish water on call, at the will of the human 
beings that have conquered it. 


Because of a lack of snowfall in the high 


mountains this year, the river, instead of be- 
ing at high flood, is very low, and Imperial 
and Palo Verde valleys are placed on water 
rations. There is less water available for 
crops in these valleys than almost in the mem- 
ory of man. 


But before this year is over the great Boul- 


der dam will be storing water, and next year a 
mighty lake will be held in reserve to per- 
form its first duty of supplying life-giving ir- 
rigation to those valleys which are rightly 
called "the market-basket of the world." 


The dam is two years ahead of schedule. 


It is rightly called the seventh wonder of the 
modern world. All over the southwestern 
areas of the United States smaller dams have 
been built—the Coolidge dam—the Roosevelt 
dam. 
and great strides have been made in 


reclamation. It is probable that water con- 
servation will be tin? new endeavor in the 
future in the middle-western states, where 
droughts come periodically, but where they 
have never had much conception of irrigation 
projects. Farmers of the future are to be 
relieved of some of the worries that have con- 
stantly been attendant upon the generations 
of the pztst. 


QUINN STRIKES HARD AT 
' UPTON SINCLAIR THEORIES 


John R. Quinn gave his program 


of progress and economic and human 
welfare to the people of California 
Monday night in his first address to 
the public delivered over a state- 
wide chain, of radio stations in be- 
half of his candidacy for governor. 


He spoke for fifteen minutes in a 


half-hour program in which many 
other Californians from various parts 
of the state took part in urging the 
nomination of Quinn at the August 
28 primary election. 


Those who spoke with Quinn from 


their own cities were John L. Flynn, 
San Francisco and nothern Califor- 
nia campaign chairman; Dr. June B. 
Harris, Sacramento; Earl J. Fenston, 
Fresno; Judge T. N. Harvey, Bak- 
ersfield, and George Fisher of San 
Diego. 


Quinn, in speaking from Los An- 


geles, said that the ballots cast at 
the coming elections would decide 
whether this state shall embrace red 
theories of government or retain the 
principles and institutions of demo- 
cracy. 


"California is standing at the 


crossroads in the political high- 
way," 
he said. "One road leads 


to economic chaos; it is the way of 
Socialism and Communism. The 
other road leads to security and 
continued freedom; it is the way 
of progressive American demo- 
cracy. Before this year has ended, 
California will have made its 
choice. Make no mistake about it! 
Do not be confused! Your bal- 
lots in the forthcoming- elections 
will decide whether this state shall 
embrace outright Socialism or re- 
tain our traditional form of gov- 
ernment. 


PRIMARY ISSUE 


"The 
primary issue in this elec- 


tion shrieks its warning from one end 
of the state to the other. Commun- 
ism is slavery.

He pro- 
poses to reduce all residents to 
the status of dependents to the 
state, as employees in state indus- 
try and state agriculture, to be 
paid in printing press money of 
unlimited amount or issue and un- 
ascertainable value.

Fire Suppression 
Organized Within 


Mountain Camps 


To aid in reducing the yearly toll 


of forest and brush fires in Califor- 
nia during the summer vacation per- 
iod and the fall dry season, fire sup- 
pression crews recently organized 
at the seventy-seven work camps 
established by the federal transient 
service have been placed in readi- 
ness to extinguish emergency blazes 
in the vicinity of the camps, it was 
announced by H. A. R. Carleton, 
state transient director. 


During the past few weeks, at the 


32 work camps for non-resident 
transients and 42 labor centers for 
resident unattached men in the state, 
fire-fighting units have been re- 
cruited and drilled for action under 
the direction of regular state and 
county forestry and fire prevention 
officials. 


These units are now being em- 


ployed almost daily in putting out 
fires in forest and brush lands near 
the government camps, thereby pre- 
venting many blazes from growing 
to serious proportions, according to 
reports Deceived from directors of 
the various camps. 


Appreciation for the added pro- 


tection to California's forests this 
year given by this new standing 
army of fire-fighters was expressed 
in a letter addressed to Carleton by 
State Forester M. B. Pratt, which 
stated: "During the past few months 
many miles of fire trails and fire- 
breaks have been built by these men, 
and now that the fire season has 
arrived, hundreds of the most able- 
bodied men from the various camps 
will be used by the state rangers to 
fight fire."

It was July 3, 1923, that 
Ross, then a boy just out of school, 
decided that he wanted to be a head- 
liner in the tire business.

That it was a 
wise move is shown by the fact that 
during the first year he has more 
than doubled the business, adding 
much new equipment and greatly in- 
creasing the stock of tires. Two full- 
circle retreading molds have been 
added, with complete equipment for 
vulcanizing holes or sections, and 
also tube plates for inner-tube vul- 
canizing, giving him facilities for 
any kind of a tire repair job that 
may come to his shop.

Voters Urged to 


Register Before 


Thurs., July 19th 


In order to vote at the primaries, 


Tuesday, August 28, all voters must 
be registered before midnight of 
Thursday, July 19, according to a 
statement this week by County 
Registrar of Voters William Kerr. 


The largest registration in the his- 


tory of the county is already on the 
books, numbering more than 40,000 
in excess of the registration at the 
1932 election. 


Scrutiny of the registration figures 


covering several weeks plainly shows 
a steady drift of voters into the 
Democratic party. Some of the new 
registrants have withdrawn from the 
Republican ranks, but the majority 
of those recently affiliating with the 
Democrats have been recruited from 
nonpartisan and radical sources. 


In the 1932 presidential election, 


the registered Republicans in this 
city and county numbered 636,089 
and the Democratic registrants to- 
taled 505,620. Current registration 
figures show 555,377 Republicans and 
631,499 Democrats. Thus, while the 
Republican party has lost 81,712 
members since November, 1932, the 
Democratic party has gained 125,879. 


Furthermore, the figures show that 


the greatest Republican loss occur- 
red during the first year following 
the Democratic success in 1932, and 
that the decrease in Republican 
strength began definitely to slow up 
some months ago. 


Registration on June 9—just a 


month ago—showed a Democratic 
total of 583,664 in the city and coun- 
ty and gave the Republicans 556,832. 
That is, in approximately thirty days, 
the Republicans lost 1455 and the 
Democrats gained 47,835.

Most houses cost too much. Every- 


body who has given serious study to 
the subject of housing agrees to that. 
Better houses can be built for less 
money, and the day is coming when 
everyone will realize that I don'1 
know how long it will take before 
one can buy a house as one buys 
an automobile, all ready to set up 
and live in, but many folk predict 
that is comine soon. 


If automobiles were built with as 


much waste of time and labor as 
goes into most houses, the cheapest 
car would cost $50,000 or so. 


On the other hand, many houses 


cost little enough. I read the other 
day of a family in Serbia that built 
itself a new house for 16 cents! That 
was all the money they scent, and 
it went for window-glass. The men- 
folk of the family quarried the stone, 
cut the wood, did all the work and 
built a bigger house for a growing 
family. 


Some of my country neighbors 


have done almost the same thing. 
Good houses, too, they have con- 
structed with their own hands. That 
was the way almost every house in 
America was built, in the pioneer 
days, and some of them are still 
livable. My own farm home, built 
in 1786, is good for another hundred 
years or more. I think we are going 
to see a return to simpler and less 
expensive housing for everybody.

"The weakness of volun- 
tary agreements and the demoraliz- 
ing effect of uncontrolled minorities 
are also well known from experi- 
ence. It was but a natural step, 
therefore, when the facilities of the 
Agricultural Adjustment act became 
available for the growers to turn to 
this as a much needed authority and 
to request the citrus marketing 
agreements which are now in effect 
in all citrus producing states. 


"With 
agricultural

which are already well organized on

Red Cross Warns 
Summer Campers 


of Poison Oak 


A warning to campers and hikers, 


and summer vacationists generally, 
to be on the lookout for poison oak 
and poison ivy is sounded by Al- 
bert C. Gordon, director o£ first aid 
and life saving of the Los "Angeles 
chapter of the American Red Cross. 


Under the leadership of EL F. En- 


lows, director of first aid service, 
the national Red Cross is calling at- 
tention to the poisonous plants to 
prevent distress. 


Mr. Gordon says the only sure 


preventive against poison oak or 
poison ivy is avoidance and suggests 
that persons not familiar with them 
study photographs that they may be 
quickly recognized. He adds: 


"Poison can be produced by di- 


rect contact with the plant. It can 
be conveyed in the smoke of burn- 
ing plants, by insects, by an article, 
such as a shoe, that has come in con- 
tact with the poison, and occasion- 
ally one person carries the poison to 
another. 


"Exposed areas of the skin should 


be washed as soon as possible with 
plenty of hot water and soap. Make 
a thick lather and wash five or six 
times. Do not use a brush or other 
rough material as this only irritates 
the skin and increases the danger of 


poisoning. Then, if convenient, wash 
thoroughly with rubbing alcohol. 
Rinse in clear water and dry. 


"If, in spite of everything, a rash 


develops, apply dressings wet with 
a solution of epsom salts as strong 
as can be made with cold water. 
Keep the dressings wet. 


"Another soothing preparation is 


calamine lotion with enough carbolic 
acid, added by the druggist at the 
time of purchase, to make a two per 
cent solution. Shake -well, apply 
with a cotton sponge and allow to 
dry. 


"Also effective is a five per cent 


solution of ferric chloride in 50 per 
cent alcohol prepared by the drug- 
gist, applied once or twice a day 
until the rash is dried up. In case 
of any severe poisoning a physician 
should be consulted without delay."

A split between educators in the 


schools and the leaders of the Amer- 
ican Legion in the country was 
sharply indicated this week, when 
Edward A. Hayes, national com- 
mander of the organization of vet- 
erans, declared before the National 
Education association that teachers 
"should not plant subversive ideas in 
the minds of pupils." 


The national commander believed

Russell Cook, 
director of the Legion's American- 
ism commission, struck a similar 
note when he declared creation of 
ideas concerning a new social order 
is something that should be excluded 
from the classroom. 


These views of the Legionnaires 


were flatly contradicted in the plat- 


form adopted the following day by 
the educators, who stood for "aca- 
demic freedom" and the right of the 
child or youth to "unfettered teach- 
ing." 


"Teachers are under the obliga- 


tion to present all points of view on 
controversial issues, and therefore 
should have the right to express 
their own opinions on such issues 
without danger of reprisal by the 
schcol administration or by pressure 
of groups in the community," the 
resolution of the teachers declared. 


The controversy bids fair to be

Gobb Would Raise 


City's Share of Tax 


Legislation providing for alloca- 


tion to municipalities of a larger 
share of revenue from the three- 
cent per gallon state gasoline tax 
will be introduced at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature, Assemblyman 
Lawrence Cobb, candidate for slate 
senator, said this week. 


"Municipalities should receive not 


less than one-half cent from the tax 
on each gallon to be expended by 
the local authorities without super- 
vision from state officials," Cobb, 
who is chairman of the powerful 
ways and means committee, declar- 
ed. 


It was pointed out by the local 


legislator that this plan would re- 
duce the taxes in municipalities for 
the reason that gasoline tax money 
could be used for the purpose of not 
only improving streets, but main- 
taining them. This last item is of 
considerable cost in all cities. 


"Under the present law," Cobb 


said, "cities are allocated only one- 
fourth cent from the gasoline fund, 
and this money must be expended 
within the corporate city limits of 
the municipality with the approval 
of the California department of pub- 
lic works."
